Sheridan’s Farewell to the Division 


of the Missouri. 


A A Parting Letter from Lieut. General Sherjdan 
~ to his old Command—Major General 
Schofield Assumes Command 
at Chicago. 


Cuaicaco, Nov. 1.—The following has 
just been issued from the headquarters of 
the Division of the Missouri: ‘‘Chicago, 

Nov. 1,—General order No. 17: I hereby 
~rélingyish command of the Division of 
the Missouri in General Orders No. 17, 
dated Headquarters of the Army, Oct. 13, 
1888. ‘In parting with the oftieers and 
soldiers whom I have had the honor to 
command for the past fourteen years, I 
desire to express thanks for the confidence 

and support given me by them to my ad- 
Ministration. When I assumed command 


of it hostile Indians covered the country 
west of the Missouri river, from the boun- 
dary line of our possessions on the north 
tothe Concho river in Texas. But few 
settlements existed, and the constraction 
of railroads through this country had only 
nee begun. Since then the Indians have 
el so far subdued that in the territory 
formerly occupied by them alone, cities, 
towns and cattle interests have grown up: 
and railroads have been built. In these 
great changes the troops of _ the 
Division have been active and 
important agents. During these 
many‘ years it has been my especial grat- 
ification that I have had no disagreement 
with my subordinates, atid that from the 
Department commanders to private sol- 
diers faithful service has)been rendered to 
the Government. With the assurance that 
Ishall always remember ‘the hardships 
| suffered, the battles fought, the results 
% achieved and the gallant comrades who 
have lost their lives in savage warfare, I 
resign. a command that has been tome a 

pleasure as well as a duty. |

a waste of money. Our leading furni- 
ture, dry goods and clothing houses, our 
principal manufacturing and industrial 
establishments, and the real estate and 
jnasurance agents who are making the 
most money are all the advertisers. Out 
of cufiosity during past years, I have 
traced the course of houses that have 
failed to advertise, and, with a very few 
exceptions, they have either failed or their 
trade has so fallen off that they are hardly 
making expenses. There are cases where 
a certain trade..has been secured, which 
may be .depended upon to carry the con- 
cern along withdut advertising, but the 
business is at best a sort of dead and 
alive sort of an affair. For men who 
come to this city and attempt to establish 
a business without advertising, in the 
face of the present competition, the ad- 
vice of the old farmer to bis boys con- 
cerning specilating is quite applicable. 
*-Boys,’’ said he, ‘‘don’t speculate. You 
might just as well sit out in the meadow 
with a pail between your knees and wait 
for the old cow to back up and be 
muilked.’’

A year’s tuition makes 
of the boy from whom all parental and 
other restraints are withdrawn, leaving 
him free to frequent these dives, a lit- 
tle better than an outcast. The hood- 
lum germ is planted deep, and \it will 
surely generate. All the in fluences in 
such places serve to quicken its growth. 
The steps are not many from,these sa- 

_loons to the penitentiary. How man y 
of the parents of this community 
know how their boys spend their even- 
ings? How many are acquainted with 
the chosen companions of their young 
sons, or satisfy themselves in regard 
to their integrity and the moral up- 
rightness of their characters? It is 
our children who are to make the fu- 
ture of this community. Shall the 
influences brought to bear upon them 


_besuch as will make of them noble 


men and women, in whose hands we 
can’ safely commit the interests and 
the affairs of the public after weeshall 
have passed off from the stage of ac- 
tion? There are boys here ‘for whom 
the evening school is needed, and for 
Whom restraining reformatory 
measures shotld be devised — boys 
who are falling into line.at our saloons 
and on our street corners as recruits for 
the ranks of hoodtums and eriminals. 
It isa matter of public concern and 
should not be lost sight of or ignored 
by the authorities. - The ordinance for- 
bidding young boys on the 
street later than ten o’clock is a good 
one, and ought to be strictly enforced, 
‘But it would be improved if they were 
prohibited from out on the 
street after eight o'clock under penalty 
of arrest. Such a law would lead to
